15 (A) EXCEPT ASOTHERWISE PROVIDED IN THISARTICLE, A PERSON MAY NOT
16 CONDUCT A CASINO EVENT AT WHICH A CARD GAME, DICE GAME, OR ROULETTE IS
17 PLAYED AND MONEY OR TOKENS REDEEMABLE IN MONEY ARE AWARDED AS PRIZES.
18 (B) A PERSON WHO VIOLATES THISSECTION ISGUILTY OF A MISDEMEANOR
19 AND ON CONVICTION IS SUBJECT TO IMPRISONMENT NOT EXCEEDING 3 YEARSOR A
20 FINE NOT EXCEEDING $5,000 OR BOTH.
